Absinthe House B ar on Bourbon Street 
for 13 carnival seasons. 
“ A few (of the drunks) get sw ept up 
by the broom 
m achine that 
com es 
right after the police. That’s when the 
police make their announcement on 
the loud speaker that ‘Carnival’s over. 
Everybody go h o m e.’” 
Many of the people who strolled into

hangovers. Aspirins and ashes w ere 
the m ost popular item s in the city 
today. 


“ T here were m ore drunks this year 
than la st,” said E rnestine Geissler, a 
police spokesman. “ The officers said 
it seem ed like it was m ore people than 
ever, 
but the crowd seemed to be 
listening and more or less behaving.” 


Police said m ore than 800 persons 
w ere 
arrested

charges — possession of m arijuana, 
ppanhandling, public drunkenness and- 
selling without a perm it. 


"O verall, it was a pretty good crowd

oftow ners with little m oney.” 
King Zulu LXU started the revelry 


Tuesday with a daybreak barge ride 
up the Mississippi River to the foot of 


Canal Street. The all-black krewe then 
boarded floats for a five-hour parade 
through the city ahead of Rex, the 
King of Carnival.

Governor Bowen 
Signs Tax Regulation 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Gov. Otis 
R. Bowen said he signed a State Board 
of 
Tax 
Commissioners 
regulation 
providing for an inflation adjustm ent 
in figuring future propery taxes “ to 
protect the taxpayers.” 
“ I guess they (Democratic m ayors 
who filed a suit seeking to block the 30 
percent 
inflation 
adjustm ent 
factor) 
“ want to raise taxes,” the governor 
concluded. 
Six Dem ocratic m ayors filed a class 
action 
lawsuit 
Tuesday 
in 
Marion 
County Superior Court attacking the 
constitutionality 
of 
the 
tax 
board’s 
regulation containing the adjustm ent 
factor. 
The 
m ayors 
sought 
a 
prelim inary injunction but instead got 
a 
M arch 
I 
hearing on w hether an 
injunction should be granted. 
Prior 
to 
filing 
the 
suit, 
Mayors 
Francis X. McCloskey of Bloomington, 
William J. Brighton of T erre Haute 
and Anthony C. Maidenberg of Marion 
told a news conference they believe 
Bowen 
and 
the 
state 
tax 
board 
exceeded their constitutional authority 
in issuing Regulation 17. 
This 
regulation 
actually 
is 
the 
reassessm ent m anual issued 
by 
the 
state board for use of local assessors 
in 
appraising 
real 
property 
for 
reassessm ent 
purposes. 
The 
m anual 
includes an inflation a d j u s t m e n t 
factor. 
The decision 
was based 
on 
figures indicating inflation will have 
caused a sharp increase in the 1978 
values to be used for taxes starting in 
1969. 
The state tax board, after a public 
hearing July 30, 1976, adopted a plan 
by which the “true cash value” or 
m arket value of real property is to be 
determ ined, then this figure reduced 
by 30 per cent. Property taxes are 
paid on onethird of “true cash value” 
In Both House A nd Senate 


so this would have the effect of a IO 
per cent downward adjustm ent in the 
value of the property on which the tax 
rate is applied. 
“The basic thrust of our suit is that 
there is a very precise legislative and 
legal meaning for the term ‘true cash 
value’” , McCloskey said. “ It is our 
contention 
the 
executive 
branch 
of 
state government has totally bypassed 
one of the most basic and fundam ental 
processes of our form of governm ent 
in that they have taken a legislative 
issue 
relating 
to 
tax 
policy 
and 
reassessm ent and by executive order 
rather than going through the General 
Assembly, said this is how it should 
be.” 
Brighton said that in T erre Haute 
and Vigo County “ it is our opinion our 
assessm ent will increase about 15 or 
20 
per 
cent 
overall. 
A f t e r 
reassessm ent, we are going to have IO 
per cent less than we have at the 
present time. Already from m andates 
of 
the 
General 
Assembly 
and 
the 
num ber of police and firemen eligible 
to retire, we are going to have to have 
$400,000 to $500,000 additional revenues 
to operate the sam e way in 1978 we 
operated in 1977.” 
Brighton m aintained that “ in m any 
areas, 
it 
(value

has 
not appreciated by 30 per cent 
This 
will have a tragic effect not only on 
civil governm ent but on local schools. 
The governor’s program is extrem ely 


insensitive to the needs and desires of 
local governm ent.”

Maidenberg. They are Mayors Robert

Muncie Policeman Loses Apneal 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — William Jackson has lost an 
appeal of his dismissal from Muncie Police Department 
that resulted from his being arrested in Madison County 
on a charge of possession of a pound and a half of 
marijuana. 
Technically, Jackson was dismissed for not reporting 
for duty as assigned and failing to notify his superiors. 
Jackson, who had been hired as a Muncie policeman in 
January, 1970, was arrested Oct. ll, 1972, and held in the 
jail at Anderson. Although he called to notify Muncie 
officials about his arrest, Jackson testified he did not 
tell them he would not be at work Oct. 12 because he 
thought he would be released on bond by then. 
The next week, Jackson was cited by the Muncie- 
Police and F ire Merit Commission for failure to report 
for work Oct. 12 without notifying the departm ent at 
least an hour before the scheduled starting time, as 
required by Rule 6 of 4he department rules. 
After a disciplinary hearing, the commission found 
Jackson had violated the rule and voted to dismiss him 
“due to the fact that said officer was on probation as a 
result of the Merit Commission’s decision following said 
officer’s last hearing.” Neither Jackson nor his attorney 
objected at the time to the wording, which referred to a 
six-month probationary notice he had been given after 
he had been charged with assault and battery with 
intent to comm it a felony-rape 
Butler President Resigns 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Alexander E. Jones, Butler 
University president who told students wanting an end 
to women’s curfew and other changes in the late 1960s 
the school would not change and they should go 
elsewhere if they didn’t like the policies, Tuesday 
resigned as head of the school. 
Jones, 57, who had been president of the school since 
1962, submitted his letter of resignation to the school’s 
board of trustees, saying it was effective immediately. 
The trustees, acting in accordance with the school’s 
bylaws, named Paul R. Stew art as acting president un­ 
til a comm ittee of students, faculty, trastees and 
alumni can nam e a perm anent replacement. Stewart, 
who has been at Butler in various capacities since 1954, 
has been vice president for academ ic affairs since 1974. 
Jones, who presided over a period of m ajor growth 
and expansion for the school, is probably best known for 
his response to students a few years ago who wanted 
changes in several of the school’s policies concerning 
student living conditions. Specifically, they said they felt 
the school should end its system of requiring coeds to be 
at their place of residence by a specified tim e and re­ 
main there until the following morning, known as 
“ hours,” and they wanted undergraduates to be allowed 
to live in apartm ents off campus. 


Full Senate To Hear Lobbyists Bill 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A lobbyist registration and 
disclosure bill stronger than the present 1915 law but - 
less stringent than an interim study committee version 
goes before the full Senate after a long amending 
session in the Senate Public Policy Committee. 
The comm ittee voted 7-1 Tuesday to recommend

|One Killed, Nine Injured As Bar Collapses

of a Noblesville bar who were helping remodel the 19th - 
Century building was killed Tuesday afternoon when it 
collapsed, apparently when a worker removed the 
remnants of a support wall
